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COMPANY MEETING 


ASSOCIATED ELECTRICAL INDUSTRIES 
SIR FELIX POLE’S SPEECH 


The thirty-second annual general meeting of Associated Elec- 
trical Industries, Limited, was held, on April 28, at Bush 
House, Aldwych, London, W.C. 2. 

Sir Felix J. C. Pole (the chairman) presiding, said :— 

The total issued capital compared with last year shows an 
increase of £139,956, there having been issued 1,399,560 ordinary 
shares on which 2s. was paid. Debentures remain the same as in 
1930. Creditors, loans and reserves have increased by £553,308, 
due principally to loans from our two principal shareholders in 
connection with the redemption of £1,431,000 7 per cent. deben- 
tures in The British Thomson Houston Company, Limited, for 
which the issue of capital was made. The general reserve fund 
remains unaltered at £825,000. 

On the assets side of the balance-sheet the share and deben- 
ture holding in subsidiary companies and amounts owing by them 
total] £4,724,341, against £3,638,834 in 1930, an increase of 
£1,085,507, the principal new item being £1,431,000 debentures in 
the British Thomson Houston Company. Works, machinery, 
plant, etc., at Trafford Park, Sheffield, and various offices, show 
an increase of £40,988, which is more than accounted for by the 
fact that we purchased the Attercliffe Common Works, Sheffield, 
formerly rented from Vickers, Limited. Stock and materials on 
hand have decreased £391,673, largely due to a reduced volume 
of business. Sundry investments have increased by £106,038, 
while cash at bankers and in hand has decreased £19,780. 


PROFIT AND LOSS ACCOUNT 


Turning now to the profit and loss account, the item depre- 
ciation (£74,936) shows an increase of £8,710, and as I told you 
last year this is the amount in respect of the assets of Metro- 
politan Vickers Electrical Company only. The total amount of 
depreciation provided in 1931 by all the companies in the group 
was £276,915. In addition, the works and properties have been 
fully maintained. The profit for the year, including dividends 
from subsidiary companies and after deduction of all expenses 
and charges other than interest on debenture stock and deprecia- 
tion, amounts to £284,829, against £372,997, a decrease of 
£88,168. 

I have been asked to explain the words in this account “‘ after 
adjusting reserves.’’ This phrase has appeared in the accounts 
for many years, and arises from the fact that in the course of 
a business so extensive as ours it is necessary to reserve for con- 
tingencies of one kind or another. For example, the completion 
of a large contract would involve adjustment of reserves made 
in connection with it, hence the phrase in question. 


THE DIVIDEND 


To the figures of £284,829 there has to be added the amount 
brought forward from last year, £110,411, making a total of 
£395,240. After providing interest on debentures, depreciation 
written off works, plant, machinery, etc., at Trafford Park and 
Sheffield, the total profit available for distribution amounts to 
£278,849. Out of this there has already been paid a dividend 
at the rate of 8 per cent., less income tax, on the preference 
shares, absorbing £73,983, and we recommend that a dividend 
of 4 per cent., less income tax, absorbing £104,967, be paid on 
the ordinary shares, leaving a balance of £99,899 to be carried 
forward. The reduction in the rate of dividend is due entirely 
to the fact that your directors decided to charge against profits 
ali exchange losses in connection with trading and depreciation 
of investments overseas. 


THE CONSOLIDATED BALANCE SHEET 


I will now direct your attention to the consolidated balance 
sheet. Compared with last year, ordinary share capital shows 
an increase of £139,956, while shares in subsidiary companies 
held outside the group have decreased £3,251. Debentures in 
subsidiary companies held outside have decreased £1,485,298, 
the principal item being the repayment of the British Thomson 
Houston Seven per Cent. debentures. This was the most im- 
portant financial change during the year, and was facilitated by 
Vickers, Limited, and the International General Electric Com- 
pany providing ordinary capital at 21s. without underwriting 
commission, less subscriptions by other shareholders. Vickers, 
Limited, and the associated group of companies have many 
interests in common, and I am personally highly pleased that 
Vickers again have a very large Parsee y~ Me in this company. 

The resultant change in our financial structure is most bene- 
ficial, and you will appreciate the consequent increase of security 
of our prior charges, more particularly our preference shares. 
Creditors, loans, accrued charges, and reserves for contingencies 
increased by £330,307, due to the loans already referred to. 
Reserves total £2,076,971, against £2,138,782, a decrease of 
£61,811, after writing off £157,849, being discount and premium 
payable on redemption of debentures in the British Thomson 
Houston Company. On the assets side you will see that pre- 
liminary expenses and discounts on debentures in subsidiary 
companies amounting to £137,811 have been written off. The 
other items do not cali for comment. 


ACTIVITIES OF THE YEAR 


The chairman reviewed the various activities of the company 
during the past year, including railway electrification, valuable 
orders received, electric propulsion of ships, the new Cunarder, 
etc. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

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Import Trade of Finland (Page 624) 


Imports last year were the smallest in value since 
1919. In comparison with 1980 the percentage reduc- 
tions from the three principal supplying countries 
were 43°4 from the United States, 39-3 from the 
United Kingdom and 37-6 from Germany. It is 
stated, however, that Finland desires to buy more 
largely of United Kingdom goods. 


Foreign Exchanges in April (Page 625) 

Sterling rates, after ruling easy during the greater 
part of the month, definitely weakened towards the 
close on gold standard centres. The Stockholm and 
Oslo exchanges continued to be affected by the 
Kreuger debacle. 


Shipping Movements at British Ports (Page 627) 

Decreases of 12-5 and 10-6 per cent. respectively 
are shown in foreign trade tonnage arrivals with 
cargo and in ballast at United Kingdom ports during 
March as compared with the third month of 1981. 
Depurtures with cargo were also 8:7 per cent. less, 
but there was an increase of 2°4 per cent. in ballast 
departures.

FINLAND 
IMPORT TRADE CONDITIONS 


1931 was a remarkable year in the history of 
Finland’s foreign trade. The total turnover was the 
smallest since 1921, imports since 1919 and exports 
since 1923, and the favourable balance was more than 
twice as large as in any previous year, states a *Survey 
issued by the Department of Overseas Trade, which 
also embraces the first two months of 1932. The total 
turnover of foreign trade was 7,913 million Finnish 
marks, compared with 10,652 million Fmks. in 1930 and 
13,431 million Fmks. in 1929. The decline in 1931 from 
1930 was 25-7 per cent. and from 1929 no less than 
41-1 per cent. ‘The decline in recent years is not only 
due to an actual reduction of imported quantities, but 
is also to a large extent dependent on sinking prices 
both of exported and imported goods. Relevant figures 
are given in subsequent paragraphs of the Survey. 


THE DECLINE IN IMPORTS 


The enormous and continued decline of imports has 
been due to two principal causes, viz., increased 
Customs Tariffs and adverse conditions in the money 
market and general enterprises. A swell in imports 
might have been expected towards the end of 1931, 
partly in anticipation of increased duties and partly 
through the fear of a depreciation of the Finnish mark 
in consequence of the suspension of the gold standard. 
Such a tendency was actually apparent in the trade, 
but it was soon checked. The Government succeeded 
in enforcing the higher Tariff so soon that little time 
was left for importers to accumulate large stocks, and, 
in addition, the drain of foreign currencies forced the 
banks to a rationing of them and a consequent restric- 
tion of imports. 

The total value of imports during 1931 declined by 
no less than 1,790 million Fmks., or approximately 
04-1 per cent., from 1930. Compared with the record

imports of 1928 the decline was 4,555 million Fmks., 
or no less than 57 per cent. Quantities have not, of 
course, declined to so great an extent, since the reduc- 
tion in the value of imports is largely due to reduced 
prices. According to index figures compiled by the 
Customs, the average fall in prices during 1931 com- 
pared with 1930 was 15-5 per cent. and compared with 
1928 33°6 per cent. The decline in volume is calculated 
at 22 per cent. from 1930 and 35 per cent. from 1928. 

Apart from a few unimportant groups large reduc- 
tions are apparent in 1931 in respect of most categories 
of imported goods, and here again the influence of the 
increased duties is apparent in the fact that the largest 
reductions were in respect of such goods on which 
higher duties were enforced from the beginning of the 
year, viz., grain, groceries and oils. By far the largest 
reduction, by considerably more than half, is apparent 
in grocery imports as compared with 1930. Of these 
goods large stocks had been accumulated by the end of 
that year, and these stocks were not exhausted till late 
in 1931. 

A reduction by more than half is also apparent in 
animal food products, to a large extent owing to 
smaller imports of herrings. A heavy reduction, 
43°2 per cent., is also apparent in grains. A decrease 
of 34-1 per cent. is likewise shown in imports of metals 
and metal goods, machinery and means of transport. 
Of metal goods, imports of pig iron somewhat increased, 
but large reductions are apparent in sheet metals and 
sheet metal goods. The outstanding decline in struc- 
tional iron and steel bears evidence of the slackness in 
the building trade. 

The reduction in imports of agricultural machinery 
is outstanding, the total being only slightly more than 
one-third of the 1930 imports. This was mainly due to 
the agricultural crisis, but also to a large extent to the 
progress of the domestic industry in that line. In 
respect of industrial machinery some improvement 18 
apparent in textile machinery, imports of which in 
1931 were valued at 9-7 million Fmks., compared with 
7-8 million Fmks. in 1920 and in imported quantities 
of metal working machinery. The value of the latter 
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declined, however, in 1931 to 7 million Fmks. from 
g million Fmks. in 1930. These small increases were, 
however, Many times counterbalanced by the decline 
in the value of imported paper machinery from 51 
million Fmks. in 1930 to 8:3 million Fmks. in 1931 and 
of woodworking machinery from 4-5 million Fmks. to 
19 million Fmks. 

As regards textiles, the reduction in imported 
spinning materials, yarns and threads, textile fabrics, 
cloth, miscellaneous textile goods, etc., in 1981 was 


97-1 per cent. from 1930. 


It is noteworthy that im- 


ported quantities of all cotton goods, viz., raw cotton, 


cotton yarn 


and cotton textiles, were greater in 1931 


than in 1930, though the value of these imports was 
smaller than in 1950. Imported quantities of wool and 
woollen yarn also exceeded the imported quantities in 
1930; woollen textiles, however, were less. During the 


first half of 


the year imports of textile goods in general 


exceeded 1930 figures, but towards the end of the year 
the downward trend in these imports became apparent, 
and for 1932 appreciably lower figures than for 1931 
may be expected.

Coal declined by only 12,000 tons from 


1930, and it would seem as though the Government’s 
decision regarding an increased use of domestic fuel has 


been of small avail. 


The decline in the value of im- 


ported coal was, however, larger, or from 198-8 million 
Fmks. in 1980 to 171:2 million Fmks. in 19381. Cement 
imports declined from 24,000 tons in 1930 to 4,000 tons 
in 1981, which is evidence of the depression in the 
building trade and also of the increased competitive 
power of Finnish cement.

This large increase 
was, however, counterbalanced by reductions in cereal 
and sugar imports from Poland; the value of the former 
was reduced from 37 million Fmks. in 1980 to 13 million 
Fmks. in 1981. 

The largest reductions in imports in 1931 from 1930 
were from the United States, by 43°4 per cent., the 
United Kingdom by 39°3 per cent., Germany by 37°6 per 
cent., and Denmark 35:1 per cent. The total decline of 
imports was 34:1 per cent., and smaller reductions than 
this average are apparent from Sweden, by 26-4 per 
cent., Belgium 24°3 per cent., Holland 23°5 per cent., 
and the Soviet Union 27°6 per cent. It is noteworthy 
that the largest reductions were from the three leading 
suppliers of foreign goods to Finland, with the result 
that these three countries in 1931 supplied together 
only 58-2 per cent. of the total imports as compared 
with 62°7 per cent. in 1930. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KinGpom 

There were four outstanding features in Finland’s 
trade relations with the United Kingdom in 1931:— 
(1) the anxiety in Finland to buy more United King- 
dom goods and the desire to create a more even balance 
of trade; (2) the declining figures for goods actually 
purchased; (3) the heavy increase in the percentage 
figure of exports; and (4) the rapid increase in the 
disparity in the trade exchange between the two 
countries. 

The reduction in the United Kingdom’s share in 
imports was mainly due to reduced purchases of metals, 
machinery and minerals (coal and coke). The depen- 
dence of the Finnish export trade on the British market 
was more clearly shown in 1931 than in any previous 
year, as in spite of adverse market conditions in Eng- 
land, and in spite of Soviet competition, Finnish timber 
exporters were unable to find other outlets for their 
products. Last year 48 -2 per cent. of Finland’s exports 
of sawn timber went to the United Kingdom, as com- 
pared with 43:3 per cent. in 1930, and of Finland’s 
total exports 44°7 per cent. in 1931, against 38-9 
per cent. in 1980. Asa result, the disparity in the trade 
balance between the two countries became further 
accentuated in 1931. In 1928 Finnish imports from 
the United Kingdom amounted to 44°9 per cent. of her 
exports to that country, in 1929 to 37-4 per cent., in 
1930 to 34 per cent., and in 1921 to 21°8 per cent.

It will be seen from the above table that the average 
of the dollar rates in London in the week ended April 2 
recorded a depreciation in the value of the pound ster- 
ling of 22-2 per cent., as compared with the closing rate 
on September 19, 1931. Comparing the same periods, 
the rates for French and Swiss francs, for belgas, for 
Dutch fiorins and Czechoslovak crowns, and for reichs- 
marks, recorded a depreciation of sterling ranging from 
21:7 to 22:7 per cent., while the depreciation in com- 
parison with the lira was just outside this range, viz., 
21-4 per cent. In relation to the peseta the deprecia- 
tion of the pound was 6-7 per cent. In the week ended 
April 9 there were considerable fluctuations of an 
irregular character in the dollar and frane exchange 
rates, but, on balance, the pound did not weaken in 
comparison with any of the above-mentioned currencies, 
the largest variation being an appreciation of 0-6 per 
cent. in terms of the lira. There was a further small 
appreciation in comparison with this currency in the 
week ended April 16, but on the other European centres 
on a gold standard, and on New York, the pound was 
slightly weaker. In the following week the depreciation 
of the pound ranged from 0-2 per cent. in comparison 
with the belga and Swiss france to 0-5 per cent. in com- 
parison with the lira and reichsmark, with the excep- 
tion of a larger depreciation in terms of pesetas (viz., 
2-7 per cent.). The pound was quoted at 3-80 United 
States dollars at one time on the 19th, but fell to 3-764 
on the 20th, due, it is reported, to the closing of 
‘* bull ’’ accounts in expectation of the proposed Ex- 
change Equalisation Account, which is designed to 
exercise a stabilising influence on the sterling exchange. 
In the last week of the month the pound definitely 
weakened on all the gold standard centres for which 
quotations are shown in the tables, the depreciation 
amounting, on balance, to about 3 per cent. 


The Argentine exchange rate in London was 367d. on 
April 1 and 373d. on April 2, this rate being the highest 
recorded throughout April. The quotations showed a 
downward tendency to 36d. on April 9, to 363d. on 
April 16 and to 364d. on April 23. In the last week 
there was a recovery of 4d. to 36}d., this being the 
closing rate from April 26 to April 30. On balance, the 
pound gained about 2 per cent. during the month. 


The Copenhagen exchange rate was 18-25 kroner to 
the pound both at the end of March and of April, with 
little variation within the month of April, but the Stock- 
holm and Oslo exchanges continued to feel the reper- 
cussions from the death of M. Kreuger and the subse-

quent disclosures. During the three weeks ended 
April 23 the pound appreciated in terms of Swedish and 
Norwegian crowns by about 94 and 74 per cent. re- 
spectively, but in the last week of the month the local 
currencies improved to the extent of 2-3 and 3-0 per 
cent. respectively. The highest and lowest closing rates 
in April for the Swedish crown were 20°75 (April 19) and 
18°55 (April 2) respectively, and for the Norwegian 
crown 20°875 (April 19) and 19-00 (April 1 and 2) 
respectively. 

The Japanese yen was quoted at 203d. on April 1 and 
214d. on April 80; the movements of this currency were 
within narrow limits throughout April, a net improve- 
ment in relation to sterling of about 1 per cent. being 
recorded. 

The London rate on Montreal showed little variation 
during the first three weeks of April, but in the fourth 
week the pound weakened by about 2 per cent. 
Canadian dollars were quoted at 94 per cent. discount 
in New York on April 7, at 10 per cent. discount on 
April 14 and April 21, and at 113 per cent. discount on 
April 28.

The rates quoted for the pound sterling on April 30 
on all the European countries on the gold standard for 
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which percentage variations are shown in the preceding 
table, and on New York, were less favourable to the 
pound than the corresponding quotations recorded at 
the end of March; the rates at the later date showed 
a further depreciation of sterling on all centres (except 
Madrid), as compared with the position a month earlier, 
ranging from 2°6 to 3:2 per cent.

In comparison with the dollar, the rates in New York 
on April 28 showed the French and Swiss frane to be 
at a premium of about one-half of one per cent., while 
the belga and the Dutch florin were at a premium of 
about three-quarters of one per cent.; in the case of 
both franes their quotations were rather less favourable 
on April 28 than on April 7, but the rates for the belga 
and the florin showed little change, on balance, on the 
dates mentioned. The lira was at a discount of about 
16 per cent. at the end of March and of 2:2 per cent. 
on April 28. 

The pound was quoted at a discount of 21-7 per cent. 
on March 31 and on April 28 at a discount of about 
24:8 per cent.; the exchange rate in New York for the 
Danish crown was a trifle better than that for sterling 
on April 28 (viz.: a discount of 24-6 per cent.), but the 
Swedish and Norwegian crowns were less favourably 
quoted than the pound (viz.: at discounts of 31-2 per 
cent. and 30°5 per cent. respectively). 

The Argentine peso exchange rate in New York was 
unchanged throughout April, the controlled rate re- 
maining at 170-171 gold pesos to 100 dollars. The value 
of the Spanish peseta in relation to gold parity was be- 
tween 39 and 40 per cent. in March and between 
393 and 40-7 per cent. in April. 


UNITED KINGDOM 


MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING IN MARCH, 1932, 
AND IN RECENT QUARTERLY PERIODS 


Foreign Trade.—The net tonnage of the vessels that 
arrived at ports of the United Kingdom during March, 
1932, with cargo for discharge at the port of arrival, 
agerevated 5,221,000 tons, a decrease of 745,000 tons, 
or 12:5 per cent., as compared with the corresponding 
total for March, 1931. For February an increase of 
13-4 per cent. was recorded, and the large relative de- 
crease for March is doubtless due, in part at any rate, 
to slackness following immediately on the rush of im- 
ports at the end of February to escape the new duties 
which came into foree on March 1. The incidence of 
the Easter holiday, which last year fell wholly in April 
and this year wholly in March, may have affected the 
comparability of the figures relating to March in the 
two years. The net tonnage of all the principal 
nationalities concerned was less in March, 1932, than a 
year earlier. The British tonnage declined by 418,000 
tons, or 10-7 per cent., the German by 89,000 tons, or 
41-4 per cent., the Dutch by 52,000 tons, or 17-2 per 
cent., and the tonnage belonging to the United States 
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by 67,000 tons, or 24-1 per cent. About 67 per cent. 
of the net tonnage of the arrivals with cargo in March, 
1932, was British, compared with 65 per cent. in 
March, 1981. 

The net tonnage of the vessels that arrived at any 
port without cargo for discharge at that port, recorded 
ag arriving in ballast, amounted during the month to 
2,998,000 tons, a decrease of 357,000 tons, or 10-6 per 
cent., as compared with March, 1931. The tonnage of 
British vessels decreased by 329,000 tons, or 15-5 per 
cent., that of Dutch vessels by 54,000 tons, or 28-0 per 
cent., and that of French vessels by 66,000 tons, or 
28-4 per cent., while there was an increase of 103,000 
tons, or 34-9 per cent. in the case of German vessels. 
The British proportion of the net tonnage that arrived 
in ballast was 60 per cent. in March, 1932, and 63 per 
cent. in March, 1931. Of the total British tonnage 
that arrived in March, 1932, 34 per cent. was in ballast, 
as compared with 35 per cent. a year earlier. 

The net tonnage of the vessels that departed during 
March, 1932, from ports at which they had loaded 
cargo for abroad, aggregated 4,994,000 tons, a decrease 
of 474,000 tons, or 8-7 per cent., as compared with the 
corresponding month of 1931. Decreases were recorded 
for British vessels of 237,000 tons, or 6°5 per cent., 
for German vessels of 68,000 tons, or 39-1 per cent., 
for Dutch vessels of 72,000 tons, or 23-6 per cent., and 
for vessels belonging to the United States of 46,000 
tons, or 32:4 per cent. The only increase among the 
principal nationalities was that of 12,000 tons, or 
9-0 per cent., in respect of Norwegian vessels. Of the 
tonnage that departed with cargo nearly 69 per cent. 
was British, compared with 67 per cent. in March, 
1931. 

The net tonnage of the vessels that departed from 
ports at which they had loaded no cargo for abroad, 
recorded as departing in ballast, amounted during the 
month to 3,474,000 tons, an increase of 80,000 tons, or 
2-4 per cent., as compared with March of the previous 
year. British tonnage declined by 29,000 tons, or 
1-4 per cent., Dutch tonnage by 33,000 tons, or 18-9 per 
cent., and French tonnage by 42,000 tons, or 29-2 per 
cent., but there was a marked increase in the German 
tonnage amounting to 122,000 tons, or 37:3 per cent. 
This increase, as well as that recorded in respect of 
the arrivals of German vessels in ballast, was due 
largely to the increased calls made off Cowes by 
German liners engaged in the North Atlantic passenger 
traffic. The British proportion of the tonnage that 
departed in ballast was 57 per cent. in March, 19382, 
and 59 per cent. a year earlier. Of the total of the 
British tonnage that departed, 37 per cent. was in 
ballast in March, 1932, as compared with 35 per cent. 
in March, 1931.

Vessels Registered 


The number and gross tonnage of vessels registered 
under Part I of the Merchant Shipping Act, 1894, that 
remained on the register at ports in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland, including the Isle of Man and 
Channel Islands, as compiled from reports received by 
the Registrar-General of Shipping and Seamen on or 
before March 31, 1932, were as shown in the table 
given at the foot of this page. 


During the year ended March 31, 1932, the gross 
tonnage of motor vessels on the register at ports in the 
United Kingdom increased by 6-29 per cent., the gross 
tonnage of sailing vessels increased by 1°65 per cent., 
and the gross tonnage of steam vessels decreased by 
3°27 per cent. 


Fatal Accidents to Seamen 


The number of deaths due to accidents among the 
crews of vessels registered in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland under the Merchant Shipping Act, 
1894, that were reported during the month of March, 
1932, was 26, of which eight were caused by casualties 
to vessels. 


One of these deaths from accidents was reported on 
a sailing vessel.

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tonnage both entered and cleared with cargo in the first 
quarter of 1932 was less than in the corresponding 
quarter of 1931 and substantially less than in the three 
preceding quarters, the latter decrease being essentially 
seasonal. Entrances and clearances with cargo last 
quarter were smaller than in any quarter of the last 
five years. Entrances with cargo were about 2 per 
cent. less than a year ago; while clearances with cargo 
declined by nearly 5 per cent. 


There were decreases as compared with any of the 
four preceding quarters in the tonnage of British, 
German, Dutch and United States vessels that entered 
or cleared with cargo, the declines being most marked 
in the case of German and United States tonnage. 
Norwegian entrances and clearances with cargo were 
substantially greater in the March quarter of this year 
than in the first or second quarters of 1931. The ton- 
nage of French vessels that entered with cargo was 
about the same as a year earlier, but clearances with 
cargo showed a moderate decline. 


With regard to the trading areas, the tonnage both 
entered and cleared with cargo from or to the Irish Free

State, Australasia, ‘‘ West Indies and Central America 
(Atlantic Coast)’’ and ‘‘ South America—Atlantic 
Coast ’’ was greater in the first quarter of 1932 than in 
the corresponding quarter of the previous year. The 
increase in the entrances from Australasia and from the 
Atlantic Coast of South America may be attributed to 
heavier shipments of grain from Australia and from the 
Argentine; while in connection with the increase in 
clearances to the latter area and to ‘‘ West Indies and 
Central America (Atlantic Coast) ’’ it may be noted 
that the exports of coal from this country to South 
America and to the British West Indies and Cuba were 
appreciably greater last quarter than a year earlier. 


Both entrances and clearances with cargo from or to 
about half of the trading areas were less last quarter 
than in the first quarter of 1931; and in respect of 
‘‘ Europe (Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean 
Countries,’’ ‘‘ West and South Africa,’’ and ‘* North 
America—Atlantic Coast,’’ decreases were recorded as 
compared with any of the other four quarters under 
review. Entrances with cargo from Northern Europe 
(Foreign) last quarter were somewhat greater, but 
clearances with cargo to that area were less than a 
year ago.

Vessels calling in the course of a single foreign 
vovage inward at one or more ports of the United 
Kingdom before arriving at their final port of dis- 
charge are recorded among the arrivals at each of 
those ports, but among the entrances at one port only. 
Similarly, vessels leaving a port of the United King- 
dom and calling at one or more other such ports in the 





course of a single voyage outward are recorded among 
the departures from each of those ports, but among 
the clearances at one port only. The figures of

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SUEZ AND PANAMA CANALS 


TRAFFIC IN 1931 


In an article in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of September 10, 1931 
(pages 823-4), particulars were given of the commercial 
traffic through the Panama Canal for the year ended 
June 30, 1931, as compared with preceding years. Par- 
ticulars are now available in respect of the traflic 
through the Suez Canal during the year 1931, and in 
the following article these figures are compared with 
those for recent years and for a pre-war period, certain 
figures relating to the Panama Canal also being added 
for purposes of comparison. 


The following table shows the net tonnage of the 
merchant vessels and mail steamers (including vessels 
in ballast) using the Suez Canal in the years 1924 and 
1927 to 1931, together with the average for the years 
1909 to 1913, the principal nationalities of the vessels 
being distinguished :— ;

The tonnage passing through both the Suez 
Canal and the Panama Canal was much greater in 
1927 than in 1924, and continued to increase until 
1929. In 1980 and 1931 there was in respect of each 
Canal a marked decrease in tonnage. The increase 
from 1924 to 1929 in the case of the Suez Canal was 
86°4 per cent., and for the Panama Canal 24:3 per 
cent., while the proportionate declines in 1931 from 
the 1929 totals were 10-8 and 15'8 per cent respectively. 
Tho growth of the traffic through the Panama Canal 
from 1924 to 1929 was, therefore, less than in the case 
of the Suez Canal, while the Panama Canal traffic has 
also suffered to a greater extent than the Suez Canal 
traffic from the decline in world trade since 1929. In 
1931, the tonnage of commercial vessels passing through 
the Suez Canal was between those recorded for 1927 
and 1928, and that passing through the Panama Canal 
was about the same as in 1926. 


Owing to the different systems of measurement 
adopted and to the official Suez Canal figures not giving 
also the national registered tonnage, no exact compari- 
son can be made of the volume of shipping using the 
two canals. There is no fixed ratio between the national 
tonnage and the tonnage resulting from the special 
measurements applicable to either canal, as this varies 
according to the particular type of vessel concerned. 
Judging, however, by the results of the comparison of 
the Suez and Panama Canal tonnages of a number of 
vessels measured in this country, it would appear that

there is on the average no substantial difference in the 
tonnage as calculated by the two systems of measure- 
ment, the sample investigation showing an excess of 
under one-half per cent. in the Suez Canal tonnage es 
compared with the Panama Canal tonnage. The differ. 
ence in tonnage in favour of the Suez Canal being about 
1 per cent. for the five years 1924-28 and much greater 
in subsequent years, the difference for 1931 being 12 
per cent. of the Suez Canal tonnage, it may be stated 
with some confidence that the actual volume of ship. 
ping using the Suez Canal was probably greater in the 
five years 1924-28 and certainly greater in 1929-81 than 
that using the Panama Canal. 


SUEZ CANAL 


It will be seen from the first table given that in 
1909-13 British commercial shipping using the Canal 
formed 62-6 per cent. of the total, but this percentage 
has not been reached during recent years, the figures 
for 1924-25 being about 59 per cent. ; for 1926-28, 56 per 
cent. ; for 1929, 57 per cent.; and for each of the years 
1930 and 1931, 55 per cent. Apart from the years 1926, 
1930 and 1931 (in regard to each of which there were 
special causes at work), the amount of British com- 
mercial shipping using the Canal has been steadily in- 
creasing and in 1929 was 66 per cent. above the pre- 
war average. The German and Dutch tonnage during 
each of the years 1928 to 1930 was approximately the 
same, and in 1930, for the first time since the war, the 
German tonnage exceeded the Dutch. In 193], 
Dutch tonnage decreased by nearly 14 per cent. com- 
pared with the previous year, and was much less than 
the German, which had only slightly decreased. Before 
the war the Dutch tonnage was not much in excess of 
one-third of the German tonnage, though the Nether- 
lands, then as now, had the third largest share of the 
total tonnage using the Canal. Except for Japan, 
whose tonnage increased by over 20 per cent., the 
tonnages of all nationalities were less in 1931 than in 
1930. Since 1924 the German tonnage has doubled, 
as also has the Norwegian, which registered a remark- 
able increase in 1930, though declining by 28 per cent. 
in 1931; the Dutch (up to 1930), French, Swedish and 
Japanese tonnages have increased by one-third, and 
the British (up to 1929) by a similar proportion; the 
Italian and United States tonnages have not shown 
any marked increase; the Danish tonnage, which had 
increased somewhat in 1929 and 1930, shared in the 
general decline last year; while the Belgian tonnage 
using the Canal, which was nil in 1924 and had reached 
a tons in the year 1928-30, declined by 50 per 
cent. 


Countries that showed a proportion of merchant 
vessels in ballast to total commercial vessels greater 
than 10 per cent. were the United Kingdom, Norway 
and Greece. The proportion of British vessels transit- 
ing the Canal in ballast was 11:8 per cent. in 1930 and 
13:8 per cent. in 1931, while the corresponding propor- 
tions for Norwegian vessels were 21 and 12 per cent. 
and for Greek vessels 40 and 22 per cent. The propor- 
tion of German vessels in ballast was under one per 
cent. in 1930 and slightly over 5 per cent. in 1931. In 
1931, the tonnage of French vessels in ballast repre- 
sented 7 per cent., Dutch 2 per cent., Italian 4 per 
cent., Japanese 5 per cent., United States 7 per cent., 
Swedish 3 per cent., and Danish 4 per cent., of the 
respective total tonnages transiting the Canal. 


The following tables show (1) the number and net 
tonnage in 1930 and 1931 of the vessels of various 
nationalities passing through the Suez Canal, including 
Government owned vessels and Government chartered 
vessels, and (2) the different categories into which the 
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vessels of the principal nationalities are divided by the

The British proportion of the total tonnage as shown 
in the first of the above tables is greater than the 
British proportion of commercial vessels only, owing to 
the inclusion of warships and of vessels carrying troops 
and stores for Government account. The second table 
shows that in 1930 and 1931 the United Kingdom was 
the only country which chartered vessels for the car- 
riage. of troops and stores, and the large British pro- 
portion under the joint heading of ‘‘ Government 
owned and Government chartered ’’ is due very largely 
to the annual trooping movement to and from India, 
while the relief of the British warships on the China 
station also involves the use of the Suez Canal to a 
considerable extent. Owing to the manner in which 
the Suez Canal statistics are compiled, the decrease 
from 632,000 tons in 1930 to 501,000 tons net in 1931 
in the tonnage of British warships and Government 
owned transports using the Canal cannot be allocated 
as between these two classes of ships, and it would 
tend to a clearer understanding of the figures if the 
warships were classified separately. Apart from the 
United States, the only other country to which any 
substantial tonnage of Government owned vessels using 
the Canal belonged was Russia, whose tonnage under 
this head in 1980 and 1931 was 130,000 and 175,000 
tons respectively. No other vessel of Russian 
nat.onality used the Canal in 1930 or 1931. 


Mail steamers in 1931 formed 40°8 per cent. of the 
total commercial tonnage, as compared with 36:5 per 
cent. in 1930. There was a notable increase in the 
tonnage of the mail steamers of the Netherlands, 
while appreciable increases were also recorded in the 
tonnage of British, French and Italian steamers. The 
tonnage of German mail steamers, however, was 
somewhat below that of 1930. The increase in mail 
steamer tonnage was offset by a decrease in the ton- 
nage of merchant vessels with cargo, a decrease being 
recorded in respect of each principal nationality ex- 
cept Japanese. The maintenance of mail services may 
thus be regarded as a factor of considerable importance 
in the case of the Suez Canal. 


There was an increase in the average tonnage of the 
vessels using the Canal from 5,497 tons net in 1930 to 
9,596 tons net in 1931. This increase may be related 
to the increased proportion of mail steamers, the average 
tonnage of these vessels in 1931 being 6,938 tons. 
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Countries having an average tonnage of their ships 
appreciably above the general average were the Nether- 
lands (6,415 tons), United States (6,063 tons), France 
(5,887 tons), Japan (5,883 tons), and Germany (5,836 
tons), while countries whose vessels had an average 
tonnage much below the general average were Greece 
(2,104 tons), Belgium (3,611 tons), Sweden (4,851 tons), 
Norway (4,939 tons), and Italy (4,979 tons). 


The number of vessels proceeding through the Canal 
from North to South is normally substantially less than 
the number proceeding in the opposite direction. In 
1931, the number in North-South direction was 2,581, 
and in the opposite direction 2,785. As in 1930, the 
greater number of passengers, whether civilian or mili- 
tary, was carried from South to North. The total num- 
ber of passengers carried wds 270,657 in 1931, and 
305,202 in 1930, the civilian passengers representing 
74-9 per cent. of the total in 1931, as compared with 
76°3 per cent. in 1930. 


PANAMA CANAL 


An analysis of the figures relating to traffic through 
the Panama Canal will be made when the figures for 
the year ending June 380 are available, but the follow- 
ing table relating to the tonnage of commercial vessels 
passing through the Canal in the years 1930 and 1931 
is inserted here as it may be of interest for purposes 
of comparison with the figures given above relating to 
the Suez Canal :—

The United States tonnage, which forms nearly half 
the total tonnage using the Panama Canal, was appre- 
ciably less in proportion in 1931 than in 1930, having 
declined from 46-9 to 45°6 per cent. There was also a 
considerable decline from 26-9 to 25:7 per cent. in the 
British share of the total tonnage. Countries whose 
tonnage using the Canal and whose share of the total 
tonnage was greater in 1931 than in 1930 were Den- 
mark, Italy and Japan. In the case of Germany, 
Norway and Sweden, while there were increases in the 
proportionate shares, the actual tonnage of each of 
these countries slightly decreased.

GALLANTRY AT SEA 
THE KING’S RECOGNITION 

His Majesty the King has been graciously pleased 
to confer the Decoration of the Albert Medal for 
Gallantry in Saving Life at Sea on William George 
Johnson, first master watch of the British sealing 
steamer “‘ Viking,’’ of St. John’s, Newfoundland, in 
recognition of his gallantry in the following circum- 
stances :— 


On the night of March 15, 1931, the ‘‘ Viking ’’ was in 
the ice some nine miles from Horse Islands, White Bay, 
Newfoundland, when an explosion occurred in the magazine 
causing a large part of the stern to be torn away, and 
setting the ship on fire. The men in the cabin, galley and 
engine room and on the bridge were either killed or badly 
injured, but the majority of the crew, whose quarters were 
forward, were able to get out on the ice and, after the first 
shock, to return to the ship and provide themselves with 
clothing and some food. The ‘ Viking ’’ carried a crew 
of 153 men all told, and of these 27 lost their lives. The 
great majority of those saved were able to reach Horse 
Islands and were eventually taken off by a relief ship. 

After the explosion, Johnson started for the land with a 
party of about twenty men hauling a dory containing the 
mate of the ‘“‘ Viking ’’ and a passenger, both of whom had 
been seriously injured. ‘The party proceeded, hauling the 
dory through ‘‘ marshy ”’ ice, until 4 p.m. next day, when 
Johnson sent all the men in the party except three to 
Horse Islands for assistance. 

At daylight on March 17 no assistance had arrived; 
Johnson and the men with him had then been for a day and 
two nights without food or water, and they were still 
several miles from land. No vessel was in sight, nor was 
there any sign of assistance, and they were in field ice 
which at any moment with a change of weather conditions 
might become a mass of disintegrating pans. In these 
circumstances Johnson persuaded the three uninjured men 
remaining with him to make for land, but refused himself 
to leave the two injured men in the dory. 

That afterncon seven men from Horse Islands, bringing 
food with them, reached the dory, but it was so badly 
damaged that they were unable to drag it over the ice and 
they returned to Horse Islands. Johnson remained stand- 
ing by the two injured men. About two hours later he saw 
the smoke of a steamer, and this proved to be the s.s. 
‘* Beothic ’’ searching for survivors. A party of men were 
landed from the vessel on to the ice,, but darkness overtook 
them before they couid reach Johnson and they were com- 
pelled to return to the ship. At daylight on the following 
morning a rescue party was again landed from the 
‘‘ Beothic,’’ but, finding it impossible to convey the injured 
men across the ice in the damaged dory, returned to the 
ship for another dory, and eventually succeeded in getting 
Johnson and the two injured men on board the “ Beothic ”’ 
at 11 a.m. on March 18. 

The ice conditions prevailing at the time were very 
treacherous, and the ice was of the type which has very 
little stability in fog, rain or snow, and might break up 
rapidly. A sudden change of wind from an off-shore 
direction would probably have loosened all the pack ice 
very quickly and sent it out to sea, and Johnson, with his 
knowledge of ice and weather conditions, must have realised 
the grave risk he was running in remaining with the 
injured men.

FOREIGN TRADE IN JANUARY 


According to the Monthly Abstract of Statistics issued 
by the Census and Statistics Office, Wellington, imports and 
exports during January last were valued at £2,172,752 and 


£3,158,988 respectively. 


Imports show a substantial in- 


crease, equivalent to 21-2 per cent. over December, 1931, 
but are down by 27-9 per cent. in comparison with January, 


1931. 


Exports failed to maintain the impetus received during 
the last two months of 1931 and the total value thereof for 
the month under review was well below the December, 1931, 
total, 9-6 per cent. less than the figure for January, 1931, 
and 42-8 per cent. less than the average total for the month 


of January for the last five years. 


Shipments of wool were 


exceedingly heavy, and in quantity reached a total well 
above the average experience of recent years for the month 
of January. In value, however, although the total was 
56:5 per cent. above that recorded for January, 1931, it 
was nevertheless 44-8 per cent. below the last quinquennial 
average. Cheese also vent forward in substantial] quantities 
during the month, but the other principal primary products 
showed fairly heavy recessions in quantity and value ex- 
ported, as compared with January, 1931.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA 
FOREIGN TRADE IN MARCH 


The British Commercial Secretary at Prague reports that 
imports and exports during March last were provisionally 
valued at 597,198,000 crowns and 674,642,000 crs., as com- 
pared with 880,677,000 crs. and 1,083,425,000 crs. respec- 
tively in March, 1931. The totals for the first three months 
of the current year were: Imports, 1,927,032,000 crs. 
(2,607,972,000 crs. in March quarter of 1931), and exports, 
1,830,907 ,000 ers. (3,085,158,000 crs.) It will be seen that a 
favourable trade balance was recorded for March, amounting 
to 77,444,000 crs., but for the first quarter of the current 
year the balance was adverse to the extent of 96,145,000 crs.

FRANCE 


FOREIGN TRADE JANUARY—MARCH 
(From the British Embassy) 
Paris. 


The returns of French foreign trade for the first quarter 
of 1932 show that the value of imports amounted to 7,357 
million francs, as against 11,807 million frs. in the first 
quarter of 1931, a decrease of 4,450 million frs., or about 
38 per cent. That of exports was 5,294 million frs., as 
against 8,394 million grs., a decrease of 3,100 million frs., 
or, again, about 38 per cent. 

During the first three months of the year imports of food- 
stuffs fell by 929 million frs., of raw materials by 2,651 
million frs., or 45 per cent., and of manufactured articles 
by 869 million frs. Exports of foodstuffs fell by 249 million 
frs., of raw materials by 745 million frs., and of manufac- 
tured articles by 2,105 million frs., or nearly 40 per cent. 

For the first quarter of this year there was an unfavour- 
able balance of visible exchanges amounting to 2,063 million 
frs., as against one of 3,413 million frs. in the corresponding 
period of 1931. The situation in March was more unsatis- 
factory than in either February or January, the unfavour- 
able balance amounting to nearly 898 million frs., as against 
631 million frs. in February and 534 million frs. in January. 
As regards weight, imports in the first quarter of 1932

amounted to 11,514,000 tons, as against 14,742,000 tons jn 
the first quarter of 1931, a decrease of 3,228,000 tons, or 
22 per cent., and exports to 5,936,000 tons, as against 
7,702,000 tons, a decrease of 1,766,000 tons, or 23 per cent, 
Imports of foodstuffs fell by 69,000 tons, of raw materials by 
3,133,000 tons, or 26 per cent., and of manufactured articles 
by 24,000 tons. Exports of foodstuffs fell by 37,000 tons, of 
raw materials by 1,400,000 and of manufactured articles by 
328,000 tons, or 32 per cent. 


ESTONIA 
FOREIGN TRADE IN MARCH 


The British Consul at Tallinn reports that the total turn- 
over of foreign trade during March last was 4,962,100 
kroons, imports representing 2,504,200 krs. as against 
5,212,100 krs. in March, 1931, while exports totalled 
2,457,900 krs. and 4,886,200 krs. respectively, a balance in 
favour of the former of 46,300 krs. The total value of im- 
ports for the first three months was 8,583,000 krs., as 
against 14,709,700 krs. in the same period of last year, while 
exports totalled 8,167,300 krs. and 13,983,600 krs. respec- 
tively, an adverse balance for the first quarter of the 
current year of 415,700 krs. 

As regards imports, Great Britain takes second place 
during March with goods to a value of 255,300 krs., while 
Germany’s share amounted to 934,000 krs. Great Britain 
imported Estonian goods to a value of 445,000 krs., as 
against 923,400 krs. imported by Germany.

FRENCH WEST AFRICA 
TRADE OF DAHOMEY IN 1931 


The Acting British Vice-Consul at Porto Novo reports 
that, although Dahomey did not suffer to the same extent 
as many of her sister Colonies during the recent economic 
crisis, the general state of trade during 1931 received a 
considerable setback. Both imports and exports were lower, 
with the result that less money was circulated. The main 
wealth of the Colony comes from palm produce, and the state 
of this market during 1931 caused the purchasing power of 
the native to be reduced by at least 50 per cent. Commer- 
cial houses naturally reduced their indents to fit in with 
the lower spending power of the native, the result being the 
fall in imports. The shortage of money was not felt severely 
until May or June of last year. There is no doubt that the 
native had some reserves of cash hidden away, and when 
produce prices fell in 1930, used this reserve, spending 1 
much the same manner as formerly; but it is now obvious 
that this reserve has been exhausted. The native now has 
to live on what he can earn, either by labour or by marketing 
his produce. The following is a statement showing the trade 
of the Colony during the past three years :—

Import TRADE 


A very considerable decline has been recorded in imports 
of ‘‘luxury articles,’’ including cigarettes, wines, beer, 
spirits, perfumes, cottons, silks, boots and shoes, motor cars 
and lorries. Great Britain has lost about 17 million francs 
of her export trade to the Colony and has dropped from 
first to second place on the importers’ list. There is a fall 
of 10 million frs. in cotton goods alone, and although this 
is partly accounted for by the lower value of the goods 
imported, there is also an enormous falling away in tonnage. 
The bulk of the cotton goods imported still come from Great 
Britain, although small lots of low-grade Japanese cloths 
were beginning to penetrate to this market. The departure 
of Great Britain from the gold standard, and the natural 
depreciation of the pound sterling, has in some way stopped 
such cheap goods from being imported, and has restored the 
greater part of lost business to Great Britain. The last two 
months of 1931 and the early part of the current year saw 
a big increase in the importation of British cottons and 
British goods generally. Certain British exporters have, 
however, imposed a special increase on goods purchased in 
England for export to French Colonies, and it is considered 
that any further effort to continue such a practice will only 
lead to lost export trade for Great Britain. 


It is further considered that British exporters should 
supply more literature in the language of the country in 
which they wish to sell their goods. Metric weights and 
measures must also be shown. Although some improvement 
has been noticed in this respect during the last year or two, 
there still remains considerable scope for improvement in 
advertising British goods for export to foreign countries. 
There are some 20 European importing and exporting houses 
established in Dahomey. Of these 15 are French and 5 
British, so it will be seen that the British houses are con- 
tinually up against strong competition. 


Export TRADE 


With regard to the export trade, there is no doubt that 
British firms, while commanding the palm kernels market, 
have lost tonnage in palm oil to French firms, who have 
been able to place advantageous contracts in Marseilles. 
There is no preferential export duty for palm products. 
Despite this, the bulk of the palm products has been bought 
with British capital and exported by British firms. The 
drop in tonnage exported is not easy to explain, as it would 
have been expected that the native would have increased 
production to make up for any loss in cash received. 


Not until a year or two ago did the Government realise 
that there was grave danger of the production of palm pro- 
duce moving retrogressively owing to the fact that many of 
the palms were getting old, and no new trees had been 
planted to replace them. The Agricultural Department is 
now concentrating on this question, but some years must 
elapse before the substautial increase necessary to replace 
the income lost owing to falling prices is recorded. New 
trees are being planted, but only in thousands, instead of 
tens of thousands, and until the Government makes the 
native planter realise that he must continually renew his 
palm forests, it is impossible to foresee any appreciable 
increase in the palm crop. 


Cotton exports have dropped nearly 50 per cent. The 
price paid locally for this has been, naturally, affected by 
the fall in price of American cotton. Most of the cotton is 
grown in the north, and the high railway tariffs have killed 
this trade, along with several others in that region, so that 
the commercial development of the area north of Bohicon 
which has been expected has not been achieved. Shea nuts 
and shea butter, kapok, and castor oil seeds all come from 
the north, and the cultivation of these products has fallen 
away to such an extent as to be of nothing but minor 
importance at the moment. 


Every encouragement was made by the Government for 
native planters to plant coffee. The price of this commodity 
has dropped from 15,000 frs. per ton to 4,000 frs. locally, 
with the result that the native planter will not continue to 
give his time and labour to a product which requires so much 
attention, and is liable to develop disease so easily. 


The small amount of groundnuts grown is now used for 
local consumption, as the prices for the last crop did not 
make it worth while producing in large quantities. 


It will readily be seen what a difference the lack of income 
from cotton, shea butter, shea nuts, kapok, etc., must make 
to the native population, and how greatly its spending 
power has been reduced during the last two years.

BRITISH INDIA 
DUTY ON GOLD THREAD, ETC., REDUCED 


The ‘‘ Indian Trade Journal’”’ of April 7 contains a 
Customs Notification (No. 13 of 1932), dated April 2, which 
exempts the following articles from the surcharge (imposed 
in September, 1931) of 25 per cent. of the duty, viz. :— 
Gold thread and wire (including so-called gold thread and 
wire made mainly of silver) and silver leaf; including also 
imitation gold and silver thread and wire, lametta and 
metallic spangles and articles of a like nature, of whatever 
metal made. The effect of the notification is to reduce the 
duty on these goods from 624 to 50 per cent. ad valorem. 


CANADA 


VALUATION OF BRASS AND COPPER 
PRODUCTS 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner at Montreal reports, 
by telegraph, that the values for duty fixed by the Canadian 
Minister of National Revenue in respect of brass and copper 
products imported into Canada, particulars of which were 
given in the ‘“‘ B.T.J.’’ of March 17 (pages 395-6), have 
been cancelled, as from April 18, in so far as they were 
applicable to importations entitled to enter under the 
British Preferential Tariff.

NOTICES TO IMPORTERS, ETC., REGARDING 
RECENT CUSTOMS TARIFF CHANGES 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
forwarded copies of notices issued by the Irish Free State 
Revenue Commissioners for the guidance of importers, 
agents and other persons concerned stating the procedure 
to be adopted to meet the requirements of the Irish Free 
State Customs authorities in connection with the new 
Customs duties on imported milk, spades and shovels and 
boots and shoes, full particulars in regard to which were 
given in the “‘ B.T.J.’’ of April 28 (pages 607-8).* Extracts 
from these notices are set out below, viz. :— 


Notice No. 27.—Condensed Sweetened Full Cream Milk; 
Whole Milk Imported in Bulk, Cream Imported in Bulk, 
and Cream and Condensed Unsweetened Full Cream Milk 
Imported in Sealed Tins.— 

1. All goods of the descriptions above mentioned must be 
entered at importation on Form No. 22 (Sale) under the 
appropriate headings of the Import List. Claims for admis- 
sion at the preferential rate of duty on the ground that the 
goods are of British Commonwealth origin and consignment 
must in all cases be supported by a Certificate of Origin on 
Form No. 119 (Sale) duly completed by the producer or supplier 
in the country of origin, supported by a Supplementary 
Certificate by the actual exporter in cases where such exporter 
is not himself the producer. Form No. 119 (Sale) embodies 
the form of Supplementary Certificate. In the case of post 
parcels arriving from a part of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations, if the contents are not merchandise for sale, the 
following short form of certificate will, in the absence of 
ground for suspicion, be accepted as satisfactory evidence of 
origin for charging the preferential rate of duty :— 


‘“ The contents of this package are not merchandise for 
sale, and every dutiable article herein is the produce of 
(British Commonwealth country of origin).”’ 

Further information on this head will be found in Notice 
No. 27A which sets forth the requirements to be observed in 
claiming Customs Tariff preference for goods imported into 
Saorstat Eireann. ; 

2. In view of the perishable nature of this traffic, the Com- 
missioners have made special arrangements for clearance of 
the goods affected. Full particulars of such arrangements 
may be obtained on application to the nearest Collector of 
Customs and Excise. 


Notice No. 26.—Spudes and Shovels and Component Parts 
thereof.— 

1. Goods liable to the new duty must be entered at impor- 
tation on the special form of import entry, No. 107 (Sale), 
on which the importer or his authorised agent will be 
required, inter alia, to declare the true value (which must 
be the ‘‘ c.i.f.’’ value of the goods), and make a declaration 
as to the correctness of the particulars given on the entry. 
The importer (or his agent) will also be required to produce 
with the entry the original invoices for the goods and the 
bills of lading and other relative documents. It is very im- 
portant that strict accuracy should be observed in making 
the entries, as inaccuracies, even if inadvertent, may cause 
serious trouble and delay in clearing the goods. 

Persons claiming to make entry on behalf of an importer 
in respect of any of the goods liable to the new duty must 
produce to the Collector or other Officer of Customs and 
Excise concerned a written authority from the importer to act 
on his behalf. This authority may be either general, to 
cover any number of importations, or special, for a particular 
occasion only. 

2. For admission at the preferential rate of duty it must be 
shown to the satisfaction of the Revenue Commissioners that 
the goods have been consigned from a country within the 
British Commonwealth of Nations and that 25 per cent. of 
their total value is the result of labour within the British 
Commonwealth of Nations and of materials of purely British 
Commonwealth origin. Claims on this ground must be sup- 
ported by production, at the time of entry, of a Certificate of 
Origin on Customs Form No. 120 (Sale) duly completed by 
the manufacturer, and supported by a Supplementary Certifi- 
cate by the actual exporter in cases where the manufacturer 
is not himself the actual exporter. Form No. 120 (Sale) 
embodies the form of Supplementary Certificate. Further infor- 
mation on the point is contained in Notice No. 27A issued 
by the Revenue Commissioners. 


Notice No. 20.—Boots and Shoes,* etc.— 


1. Goods liable to the new duty must be entered at importa- 
tion on the special form of import entry, No. 107 (Sale), on 
which the importer or his authorised agent will be required, 





* A footnote to this notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of April 28 stated 
that the duty of 224 per cent. ad valorem (Full Rate), 15 per 
cent. ad valorem (Preferential Rate) on footwear for infants 
and young children was intended to apply to such footwear 
up to size 6. The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at 
Dublin reports, however, that the duty is at present intended 
to apply to infants’ sizes, young children’s sizes 0 to 13 and 
size 1 in the upper range.

inter alia, to declare the true value (which must be the c.i.f. 
value) of the goods, and make a declaration as to the correct- 
ness of the particulars given on the entry. The importer (or 
his agent) will also be required to produce with the entry 
the original invoices for the goods and the bills of lading and 
other relative documents. It is very important that strict 
accuracy should be observed in making the entries, as in- 
accuracies, even if inadvertent, may cause serious trouble 
and delay in clearing the goods. 

Persons claiming to make entry on behalf of an importer 
in respect of any of the goods liable to the new duty must 
produce to the Collector or other Officer of Customs and 
Excise concerned a written authority from the importer to 
act on his behalf. This authority may be either general, to 
cover any number of importations, or special, for a particular 
occasion only. 


2. The preferential rates of duty applicable in the case of 
British Commonwealth goods will apply where it is shown 
to the satisfaction of the Revenue Commissioners that the 
goods in respect of which preference is claimed have been 
consigned from and manufactured in the British Common- 
wealth of Nations, and that not less than 25 per cent. of their 
total value is the result of labour within the British 
Commonwealth and of material of purely British Common- 
wealth origin. Claims for preference must be supported by 
production at the time of entry of a certificate of origin on 
Customs Form No. 120 (Sale) duly completed by the manu- 
facturer and supported by a Supplementary Certificate by 
the actual exporter in cases where the manufacturer is not 
himself the actual exporter. Further information is contained 
in Notice No. 27A, to be obtained from the Revenue Com- 
missioner’s Office, Dublin Castle. 


3. Boots, shoes, etc., of a kind liable to duty which are re- 
imported into Saorstat Eireann after exportation therefrom 
will be admitted without payment of duty provided it is 
shown to the satisfaction of the Revenue Commissioners 


(a) that they had not been imported previous to their 
first exportation; or 

(5) that they had been first imported prior to May 5, 
1924; or 

(c) that, if they had been imported for the first time on 
or after May 5, 1924, duty had been paid on the 
goods. 


Boots, shoes, etc., of a kind liable to duty which are ex- 
ported with the intention of being brought back to Saorstat 
Eireann should be entered before exportation on Specification 
Form No. 29 (Sale), in the case of Saorstat manufactured 
boots, shoes, etc., or No. 30 (Sale) in other cases, and the 
attention of the Officer of Customs and Excise should be 
drawn to the goods at the time of exportation. On the re- 
importation of the boots, shoes, etc., the importer should 
furnish Form No. 39 (Sale) and Form 107 (Sale) to the proper 
Officer of Customs and Excise at the place of importation, 
who will allow delivery without payment of duty if satisfied 
that the goods were previously exported. 


4. Boots, shoes, etc., imported in a partly finished condition 
to undergo further manufacture and to be subsequently ex- 
ported may be admitted without payment on duty. In such 
cases Entry on Customs Form No. 107 (Sale), in triplicate, is 
to be made, the words ‘‘ imported for further manufacture 
and subsequent exportation’’ being inserted on the top of 
each copy. The amount of duty, based on the value of the 
imported articles, must be secured by bond or by a deposit to 
be lodged with the Collector or other proper Officer of 
Customs and Excise at the place of exportation. One copy of 
the Entry will be handed to the importer or his agent when 
the goods are imported, and this copy must be produced to 
the Officer of Customs and Excise with the goods at the time 
of their exportation. On the goods being identified by the 
Officer and duly exported, the deposit will be refunded or 
the bond cancelled, as the case may be. 

5. Boots, shoes, etc., exported from Saorstat Eireann for 
repair are chargeable with duty on their return on the full 
valee of the goods, unless the goods have been produced with 
the proper export documents to an Officer of Customs and 
Excise before exportation. The proper export documents 
are :— 

(a) In the case of exportation by Parcel Post 

(i) Form No. 29 (Sale) in duplicate and Form No. 116 
(Sale) where the goods are of Irish Free State 
manufacture ; 

(ii) Form No. 30 (Sale) in duplicate and Form No. 116 
(Sale) where the goods are not of Irish Free State 
manufacture. 

(6) In the case of exportation otherwise than by Parcel Post 

(i) Form No. 29 (Sale) in duplicate where the goods are 
of Irish Free State manufacture ; 

(ii) Form No. 30 (Sale) in duplicate where the goods are 
not of Irish Free State manufacture. 


If the goods have been produced with the proper export 
documents before exportation, duty will be charged on the 
return of the goods only in respect of the value, including 
freight (or postage), insurance, of the dutiable repairs. In 
all cases in which dutiable repairs have been effected duty is 
chargeable regardless of whether the goods have been repaired

free of charge, and the charge for duty is subject to the 

minimum of 2s. 6d. imposed by Section 25 of the Financg 

Act, 1924. (See also paragraph 7.) 

In connection with each of the Notices, attention is drawp 
to Sec. 25 of the Finance Act, 1924, which provides that , 
fixed minimum sum of 2s. 6d. is chargeable as the Custom; 
Duty payable on any individual class of goods liable to any 
Customs duty contained in one consignment or parcel 
where the Customs duty otherwise chargeable would amoun, 
to less than 2s. 6d. The fixed minimum sum of 2s. 6d, js 
in substitution for the duty which would otherwise bg, 
chargeable. Further information on this subject is cop. 
tained in Notice No. 30, which may be obtained on applica. 
tion to the Revenue Commissioner, Dublin Castle, or to the 
nearest Collector of Customs and Excise.

CUSTOMS DUTY ON MAIZE MEAL, ETC. 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin has 
No. 22 (Sale), No. 119 (Sale), No. 107 (Sale), No. 120 (Sale), 
(Maize Meal) (Provisional Imposition) Order, 1932, made 
by the Executive Council of the Irish Free State under the 
Customs Duties (Provisional Imposition) Act, 1931, which 
imposes, as from April 30, a Customs duty of Is. per cwt, 
on the following goods imported into the Irish Free State, 
viz. :— 

(1) Maize meal, including crushed maize, broken 
maize, kibbled maize, granulated maize, flaked maize, 
and rolled maize; 

(2) Goods which, in the opinion of the Revenue Com. 
missioners, are mainly composed of or made from maize 
meal, crushed maize, broken maize, kibbled maize, 
granulated maize, flaked maize, or rolled maize. 


The duties imposed by the Order are not to be charged 
or levied on any goods which are shown to the satisfaction of 
the Revenue Commissioners to have been consigned from a 
country within the British Commonwealth of Nations and 
produced entirely in a country or countries within the 
British Commonwealth of Nations. 


CUSTOMS DUTIES ON WOVEN TISSUES OF 
WOOL OR WORSTED; PERSONAL CLOTHING 
AND WEARING APPAREL 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of April 3 
(page 608), regarding recent alterations in the Customs 
duties on woven tissues of wool or worsted and personal 
clothing and wearing apparel on importation into the Irish 
Free State, the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at 
Dublin reports that provision has been made for the exemp- 
tion from duty of the following articles :— 


I.—Woven Tissues wholly or partly of Wool or Worsted 
Previous exemptions are re-enacted as regards tissues of 
a dutiable nature 

(i) which are of the nature of blanketing or felt and are 
suitable and intended solely for use in the manv- 
facture of saddlery or harness, or for use by 
printers for the purposes of their printing business, 
or for use as ironing cloths by laundrymen or tailors 
or intended solely for use in the upholstering of 
furniture or vehicles; 

(ii) imported for use by the importer in the manufacture 
by him in Saorstét Eireann of personal clothing 
or wearing apparel for exportation ; 

(iii) for further manufacture and subsequent exporta- 
tion ; 

(iv) of Saorstét manufacture, re-imported after having 
undergone since exportation the process of shrink- 
ing or proofing or both processes and no other pro 
cess of manufacture. 


IIl.—Personal Clothing and Wearing Apparel and Com- 
ponent Parts and Accessories 


The exemptions prescribed by Section 16 of the Finance 
Act, 1925, as amended by subsequent Acts, are re-enacted, 


[These exemptions are 
(a) Boots, shoes, slippers, goloshes, sandals and clogs 
and component parts and accessories the 
(these articles are dutiable as such) ; 
(b) accessories of personal clothing or wearing apparel 
imported separately from the clothing or apparel,

and made wholly or mainly of non-textile 
materials ; 


(c) component parts of umbrellas; 


(d) articles of a surgical or medical character, intended 
to be worn because of or as a preventive against, 
or remedy for any physical ailment or defect; 


(ec) ornamental feathers and artificial flowers imported 
for use in the making or trimming of personal 
clothing or wearing apparel and _ imported 
separately from the clothing or apparel; 


(f) component parts of corsets made wholly or mainly 
of non-textile materials; 


(g) hoods and shapes for the manufacture of hats which 
require for the purpose of such manufacture to 
be blocked, shaped or cut, and in respect of which 
it appears to the satisfaction of the Revenue 
Commissioners that the process of blocking, 
shaping or cutting represents a substantial por- 
tion of the process of manufacture. 


Whenever the Revenue Commissioners are satisfied 


(i) that any article of personal clothing or wearing 
apparel is imported exclusively for use in a stage 
play or other dramatic or musical representation or 
performance; or 


(ii) that any partially manufactured article of personal 
clothing or wearing apparel is imported for further 
manufacture and subsequent exportation ; 


they may, subject to compliance with such conditions as 
they may think fit to impose, permit such article to be 
imported without payment of the duty.] 


CUSTOMS DUTY ON CUT FLOWERS, ETC. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘ B.T.J.’’ of April 7 (page 484), the United Kingdom 
Trade Commissioner at Dublin has now forwarded copy of 
Notice No. 12 issued by the Free State Revenue Commis- 
sioners, from which it appears that claims for exemption 
from duty on the ground that the goods have been con- 
signed from a country within the British Commonwealth of 
Nations and produced entirely in a country or countries 
within the British Commonwealth of Nations must in all 
cases be supported by a Certificate of Origin on Form No.125 
(Sale), and not on Form No. 119 (Sale), as was incorrectly 
stated in the former notice. Form No. 125 (Sale) must be 
duly completed by the grower, producer or supplier in the 
country of origin, supported by a Supplementary Certificate 
by the actual exporter in cases where such exporter is not 
himself the grower or producer. Form No. 125 (Sale) 
embodies the form of Supplementary Certificate. 


FURTHER CUSTOMS TARIFF CHANGES 


The United Kingdom Trade Commissioner at Dublin 
reports, by telegram, that further Orders have been made by 
the Executive Council of the Irish Free State providing for 
the following increases of Customs duties to take effect as 
from May 3:— 

Cocoa Preparations.—Duties increased from 63d. per lb. 
(Full Rate) and 53d. per lb. (Preferential Rate) to 3s. per 
lb. (Full Rate) and 2s. per Ib. (Preferential Rate). 


Sugar Confectionery.—Duties increased from 4d. per 
lb. (Full Rate) and 4d. per lb. (Preferential Rate) to 1s. 6d. 
per lb. (Full Rate) and 1s. per lb. (Preferential Rate). 
(Fruit in syrup is not affected by these increases of duty.) 


Furniture and Bedsteads.—Duties increased from 335 per 
cent. ad valorem from all sources to 75 per cent. ad valorem 
(Full Rate) and 50 per cent. ad valorem (Preferential 
Rate).

DUTIES ON LIQUOR AND TOBACCO: 
PREFERENCE INTRODUCED 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Singapore reports, by cable, 
that the duties on liquor and tobacco imported into Johore 
have been amended, with effect from April 21, so as to 
correspond to those in force in the Federated Malay States, 
including the preferential rates for certain kinds of liquor 
and tobacco.

NIGERIA 


IMPORTATION OF NON-FERROUS METAL 
TUBING PROHIBITED 


Order-in-Council No. 11 of 1932, dated March 21, 1932, 
made under Section 50 of the Customs Ordinance, prohibits 
the import into Nigeria of non-ferrous metal tubing except 
under licence. 

The Order applies to the Colony and Protectorate (in- 
cluding the Cameroons under British Mandate). 


NORTHERN RHODESIA 


EXCISE AND SURTAX ON TOBACCO AND 
CIGARETTES 


Ordinance No. 9 of 1932, assented to on March 14, in- 
creases the taxation of manufactured tobacco and cigarettes 
in Northern Rhodesia as follows:—The excise duty on 
manufactured tobacco ready for smoking in a pipe, includ- 
ing cake, plug and stick tobacco made in the Territory is 
increased from 33d. to 6d. per lb. ; the Customs duty on such 
tobacco imported into the Zambesi Basin from Southern 
Rhodesia, Basutoland, the Bechuanaland Protectorate and 
Swaziland is increased to the same extent. 

The excise duty on cigarettes manufactured in the 
Territory and the Customs surtax on imported cigarettes 
has now been fixed as follows: —

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 


CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘ B.T.J.’’ for 
March 31 (page 452) regarding the modifications in the 
Union Customs Tariff announced by the Minister of Finance 
in his Budget speech, the Board of Trade have now received 
copy of the resolutions as presented to the House of 
Assembly. It would appear from the Resolutions that the 
following corrections should be made in the above-mentioned 
‘*B.T.J.’’ notice:—(a) The new duty on desiccated milk 
(Tariff No. 32 (a) (11) ) should be 43d., and not 4d., per Ib. ; 
(b) plain copper electric wire, classed under No. 119 (a) 
originating in the United Kingdom, continues duty free, 
and is not subject to a duty of 5 per cent. ad valorem; the 
provision for a suspended duty of 15 per cent. ad valorem, 
to be enforced at any time by Proclamation, remains. 


FOREIGN 


ALGERIA 


IMPORT OF GLASSWARE 


With reference to the notice in the “‘ B.T.J.”’ of March 31 
(page 455) respecting the fixing of quotas for the import 
of certain glassware into France, it should be noted that 
the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of April 22 publishes an 
Order, dated April 20, providing that these quotas are not 
to apply to imports into Algeria. The Order has retrospec- 
tive effect as from March 17 last. 


AUSTRIA 
DUTY ON ZINC PLATES 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of March 24 
(page 426) giving particulars of increased Customs duties 
imposed, with effect from March 17, on certain goods im- 
ported into Austria, it should be noted that the import 
duty on ‘‘ sheets and plates of zinc, rough, cut out, bent, 
pressed or punched ”’ [ex Tariff No. 414 (b)] was increased 
at the same time from 26 to 36 gold kronen per 100 kilogs. 


BELGIUM 


IMPORT OF CERTAIN AGRICULTURAL 
PRODUCTS RESTRICTED 


The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge’’ of April 24 contains a Royal 
Decree, dated March 23 and effective on April 26, which 
makes the import into Belgium of cattle and pigs, fresh 
cattle and pig meat, frozen butchers’ meat and butter 
subject to a licence from the Belgian Ministry of 
Agriculture.

IMPORT OF POTATOES, TOMATOES AND EGG 
PLANTS 


The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ” of April 22 contains a Ministerial 
Decree, dated April 18, which prohibits the import into 
Belgium of potato tubers and plants and tomato and egg 
plant fruits and plants originating in or coming from 
France. When these products come from other countries 
they must be accompanied by a certificate from the Phyto- 
pathological Service of the particular country stating the 
country of origin of the products and attesting that they 
have been gathered in a region free from ‘‘ doryphora.’’ 
Consignments not accompanied by this certificate will be 
returned unless an examination by the Belgian Special 
Phytopathological Service, made at the importer’s expense, 
shows that they are free from ‘‘ doryphora.’’ 


Import may only take place through specified Customs 
Houses, which for imports by water are Antwerp, Bruges, 
Brussels, Ghent, Liege, Ostend and Zeebrugge. 


CONTROL OF SEEDS, PLANTS, FERTILISERS 
AND ANIMAL FOODS 


The ‘“‘ Moniteur Belge ’”’ of April 20 contains a Royal 
Decree, dated February 17, laying down regulations for the 
control of the trade in Belgium in seeds, plants, fertilisers 
and animal foods. These regulations, which supersede various 
previous regulations on the same subjects, are to come into 
force on October 20. The provisions of the Decree are 
summarised below, and the complete text (in French or 
Flemish) may be seen by persons interested at the Depart- 
ment of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, 
S.W. 1. 

Seeds and Plants.—Imported seeds and plants which are 
offered for sale, transported, sold or delivered, must bear a 
iabel showing clearly :— 

1. For seeds: (a) Name and address of the seller; (b) 
the exact denomination of the seed; (c) a guarantee of 
purity (as a percentage of the weight); (d) a guarantee 
of germination (as a percentage of the number of seeds 
or glomerules); and (e) certain other particulars for 
cereals, gramineous seeds, clover and lucerne, Timothy 
grass, sainfoin, flax and beet. 

The particulars under (c), (d) and (e) need not be 
given in respect of seeds offered for sale, displayed or 
sold as ‘‘ unfit for sowing.”’ The Minister of Agricul- 
ture is to publish the standards, i.e., minimum per- 
centages of purity, germination, etc., for normal seeds, 
and Belgian or foreign merchants who guarantee that 
their supplies conform to the standards fixed may 
replace (c), (d) and (e) by the statement ‘in con- 
formity with the standards fixed by Ministerial Order

2. For plants:—The name and address of the seller; 
the exact denomination of the variety and its country 
of origin; and further particulars to be described by 
Ministerial Order. 


The sale for cultivation is forbidden of :— 


1. Seeds of wild gramineous plants and leguminous 
plants containimg more than 5 per cent. of sorrel, 
geranium, wild carrot, feather-grass, wall-rocket or 
plantain. 


2. Seeds of meadow clovers, anthyllide, lucerne, 
lupulin and red clover containing more than 10 seeds of 
dodder per kilog.; seeds of white clover, hybrid clover, 
melilot or Timothy grass containing more than 20 per 
kilog.; and flaxseed containing more than 5 per kilog. 


The following allowances are made :— 
3 per cent. for purity (but not as regards the require- 
ments of the preceding paragraph) ; 
5 per cent. for germinative power, hard seeds not being 
included in the percentage of germination ; 


2 per cent. for beet seed. 


Fertilisers.—All simple or compound materials containing 
at least one of the essential fertilising principles (nitrogen, 
phosphoric acid, potash) which are imported, offered for sale, 
transported, sold or delivered must be furnished with a label 
showing clearly the name and address of the seller; the 
name or nature of the goods; and the minimum percentage 
strength in fertilising elements for the state in which 
delivered, shown in one figure. 


A list is given of the fertilising elements to be indicated 
in respect of various materials. 


Further provisions are also laid down in respect of oil- 
cakes to be used as fertilisers, and of mixed, etc., fertilisers.

Animal Feeding Stujfs.—All simple or compound materia); 
containing at least one of the essential nutrient principles 
(albumen, fat, carbohydrate) and intended for feedip 
animals, which are imported, offered for sale, transported 
sold or delivered, must be furnished with a label showing 
clearly the name and address of the seller; the nature and 
proportion of either the seed or seeds or of the substances oy 
residues from which the goods are obtained; and the minj. 
mum percentage strength of each of the essential nutrient 
principles (but this is not required in the case of products 
obtained direct from the soil and of molasses, beet pulp, 
potato pulp, brewers’ grains, wine dregs, lees and fryit 
pulps). 

Further provisions are also laid down in respect of mixed, 
etc., foods. 


The sale, offering for sale, transport and delivery of the 
following is prohibited :— 


1. Products containing :— 

(a) More than 2 per cent. of black, white or wild 
mustard seed or cake, camelina or other crucifers 
(except green or white colza, rape and true 
ravison) ; 

(6) Castor, curcas purgans, croton, illipe, mowra, bella.

(c) Corn-cockles, inebriating tares, ergot, spores of 
black or brown rust; 

(d) Sulphide of carbon, lime, calcium chloride, 
ammoniacal salts, alkalis, antiseptic substances, 


2. Products containing added inert substances, such as 
sulphate of baryta, plaster, etc., or an abnormal proportion 
of clay or sand. 


BRAZIL 
DUTIES ON MOTOR VEHICLES, TYRES, ETC. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ for March 24 (pages 427-8), the Board of 
Trade are now informed that the application of the new 
duties which was to have taken place on March 1 has been 
postponed until June 1 next. 


ESTONIA 


CUSTOMS TARIFF AMENDMENTS 


H.M. Consul at Tallinn reports that the Estonian Customs 
Tariff, which was provisionally enforced on July 20, 1931, 
was finally passed by the Estonian Parliament on Febru- 
ary 26 last. During the course of its passage through Par- 
liament the Tariff Bill was subjected to a considerable 
number of amendments. 


Some of the more important modifications involved are 
indicated below, hut full particulars of the Customs duties, 
etc., now applicable to any particular commodities may be 
obtained on application to the Department of Overseas 
Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. l.

TEMPORARY IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN

With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of April 21 
(page 574) respecting a Bill to impose a special tax of 15 
or 30 cts. per kilog. on imports of preserved pineapples into 
France from any source, it should be noted that this Bill 
was passed into Law under date of April 28, being published 
in the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of April 29. The tax is 
imposed for a period of ten years. Provision is made for a 
refund if the goods are re-exported, within a year, in the 
condition in which imported.

GERMANY 


CUSTOMS DUTIES ON CERTAIN POLISH GOODS 


An Order, dated March 26 and effective as from April 1, 
exempts cream, butter and eggs of Polish origin from the 
provisions of the German Super Tariff [see the ‘‘ B.T.J.”’ 
of March 17 (page 406) and of March 24 (page 430)]. 

The Order also reduces the Customs duty on butter of 
Polish origin imported into Germany from 170 to 100 
Reichsmarks per 100 kilogs. 


DUTY-FREE IMPORTATION OF CERTAIN 
WHEAT 


The ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ’’ of April 18 contains 
an Order, dated April 15 and effective as from the date of 
publication, which provides that wheat for feeding poultry, 
in certain quantities, may be exempted from import duty, 
under special licence of the Minister of Finance. 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON POLISH GOODS 
ABOLISHED 


An Order, dated March 23, abolishes, as from April 1, 
the special import restrictions placed on certain goods of 
Polish origin, by an Order of December 12, 1925. Con- 
sequently such goods may now be imported into Germany 
without licence requirement. 


EXPORT DUTIES ON 

The ‘' Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ’’ of April 27 contains 
an Order, dated April 26 and in force as from May 1, which 
abolishes the export duty of 800 reichsmarks per 100 kilogs.

An addition to the Explanatory Notes to the Tariff pro-

NETHERLANDS 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS (CLOTHING AND 
WOOL CLOTHS) 


With reference to the notice in the “ B.T.J.’”’ for 
February 18 (pages 238-9) in which particulars were given 
of the restrictions on the importation into the Netherlands 
during the period February 1 to May 1, 1932, of piece 
goods of pure or mixed wool, knitted wear and outer cloth- 
ing, the Board of Trade have now received copies of 
Decrees, dated April 28, which extend the validity of the 
restrictions until February 1, 1933. 

The Decrees provide as follows:— 


Outer Clothing. 
Importation is prohibited during the period from 
February 1, 1932, to February 1, 1933, of :— 


1. Outer clothing (men’s, boys’, women’s, girls’ and 
children’s) not being knitted or hosiery wear an

Licences will be granted to persons or firms entered 
in the Trade Register as importers of such goods to 
the extent of at least 55 per cent. and at most 62} per 
cent. of the average value imported by the applicant 
during the above-mentioned years. 


2. Outer clothing (men’s, boys’, women’s, girls’ and 
children’s) made of tissues with rubber, in excess of 
75 per cent. of the average value of imports during 
the years 1930 and 1931 from each country. 
Licences will be granted to persons or firms entered 
in the Trade Register as importers of such goods to 
the extent of at least 70 per cent. and at most 75 per 
cent. of the average value imported by the applicant 
during the above-mentioned years. 


Piece-Goods of Pure or Mized Wool. 


Importation is prohibited during the period February 1, 
1932 to February 1, 1933, of wares, piece-goods and tissues 
of pure or mixed wool in excess of 65 per cent. of the 
average value of imports during the years 1929, 1930 and 
1981 from each country. A list cf goods subject to the 
restriction will be drawn up by the Ministry of Labour, 
Trade and Navigation. 


Licences will be granted to persons or firms entered in 
the Trade Register as importers of such goods to the extent 
of at least 60 per cent. and at most 65 per cent. of the 
average value imported by the applicant during the above- 
mentioned years. 


Knitted Wear. 


Importation is prohibited during the period February 1, 
1932, to February 1, 1933, of knitted or hosiery outer or 
under clothing not containing rubber (not being socks and 
stockings) in excess of 70 per cent. of the average value of 
imports during the years 1929 and 1930 from each country. 
A list of the goods falling within the restriction will be 
drawn up by the Ministry of Labour, Trade and Naviga- 
tion, if such is considered necessary. 


Licences will be issued to persons or firms entered in the 
Trade Register as importers of such goods to the extent 
of at least 65 per cent. and at most 70 per cent. of the 
average value imported by the applicant during the above- 
mentioned years. 


POLAND 


APPLICATION OF ‘‘ MAXIMUM” TARIFF TO 
CERTAIN GERMAN GOODS; CERTIFICATES OF 
ORIGIN REQUIRED 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
has forwarded translation of a Decree, dated March 26 
and effective as from April 1, which subjects the importa- 
tion of certain goods originating from Germany to the 
“maximum ”’ rates of the Polish Customs Tariff, i.e., to 
rates amounting to three times the basic rates of duty. In 
order to avoid the application of these maximum duties 
such goods originating in countries other than Germany 
require to be accompanied by certificates of origin. 

The goods affected were enumerated in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of 
July 9 and August 6, 1925 (pages 45 and 159 respectively), 
being those covered by the Decrees of June 17 and July 11, 
1925. Under these two latter Decrees the importation from 
Germany of the goods enumerated was prohibited except 
under licence, and if imported from countries other than 
Germany required to be accompanied by certificates of 
origin bearing a special Consular endorsement (see par. 12 
of the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’”’ of April 25, 1929, pages 
539-541).

SYRIA 


DUTIES ON INDUSTRIAL ALCOHOL 


H.M. Consul-General at Beirut has forwarded copy of a 
Decree (No. 30/LR) respecting the import of industrial 
alcohol into Syria. The duty on denatured alcohol is in- 
creased from 25 to 60 per cent. ad valorem (‘‘ Normal ”’ 
Tariff),and in order to be admitted at this rate alcohol must 
be accompanied by an official certificate of denaturing issued 
by the competent authorities of the place of manufacture, 
or it may be denatured after import in accordance with 
prescribed processes. 

The duty on alcohol imported by pharmacists for the 
needs of their profession is increased from 25 to 300 per 
cent. ad valorem (‘‘ Normal” Tariff), which rate also 
applies to alcohol intended for the manufacture of perfumes 
and eau de cologne. 


SPAIN 


PAYMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Madrid 
reports, by telegraph, that the rate of surcharge for the 
period May 1-10 in respect of import and export duties, 
Customs fines, etc., paid in Spanish silver coins or notes of 
the Bank of Spain has been fixed at 148-36 per cent. 

(This applies to 75 per cent. of the duties, the remaining 
25 per cent. as notified in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of January 2, 
1930, being payable in gold coin or in gold currency cheques 
drawn on or endorsed by qualified Spanish banks or foreign 
banks established in Spain. For certain classes of goods, 
however, the whole duty is payable in gold coin or in gold 
currency cheques.)

British Standard Specification for Steelwork in Building. 

The British Standards Institution has just issued a British 
Standard Specification for the Use of Structural Steel in 
Building. ‘The issue of this Specification is of the utmost 
importance to the vipecry industry in formulating a standard 
upon which practice may be based in accordance with the most 
modern developments in the application of steelwork. 

The Specification is based upon the work carried out by the 
Steel Structures Research Committee of the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research and by the British Steel- 
work Association on behalf of the Steel and Structural Engin- 
eering Industries. The results of this research are now made 
available in the form of the British Standard Specification, 
the use of which will permit increased efficiency in building 
construction. 

The London County Council have already taken advantage 
of the research and the recommendations contained in the 
Steel Structures Research Committee’s First Report, and have 
adopted a Code of Steelwork Practice for guidance in the 
application of the third Schedule of the London Building Act 
of 1930. While the Code has no status as a repealing enact- 
ment, it defines the limits within which the authorities are 
prepared to consider applications for relaxation of the regula- 
tions. 

Approval of the Specification has already been given by the 
Ministry of Health, who issue the Model By-Laws used by 
Local Authorities, and H.M. Office of Works has indicated its 
intention of using the new Specification. The official recogni- 
tion given by the Ministry of Health will have the greatest 
effect in establishing, with the friendly co-operation of local 
authorities, the Specification as the basis of a national building 
Code. 

The Building Division of the Institution are continuing 
their work, and a series of British Standard Specifications for 
building materials (other than steel) and other uses are being 
prepared.

NATION’S FOODS EXHIBITION 
EMPIRE MARKETING Boarp’s D1spLay

thatched roof, is to house the Empire Marketing Board’s 
display at the Nation’s Foods Exhibition at Olympia 
London (May 21 to June 4). The exhibit will be one of the 
biggest the Empire Marketing Board has yet undertaken 
and, in this year’s programme, will be second only to jt, 
display at the British Industries Fair.

TEXTILE SECTION AT BRITISH EXHIBITION 
IN COPENHAGEN 


The Federation of British Industries state that British 
textile manufacturers have been quick to realise the value 
of the opportunity which this Exhibition presents, and the 
organisers of the Textiles Section of the British Industries 
Fair last February have been asked to undertake the pro. 
duction of the Textiles Section of this Exhibition in 
Denmark. 

The number of Scandinavian buyers who visited the 
Textiles Section of the British Industries Fair at the White 
City in February last gave proof of readiness to buy from 
Great Britain. The total purchasing power of Norway, 
Sweden and Denmark is estimated at £250 million a year, 
of which little more than £25 million is at present spent in 
this country. 

The opportunity which now exists is a_ particularly 
valuable one for the British textile industry. Textiles are 
one of Scandinavia’s largest imports, but so far Great 
Britain has secured but a small proportion of this trade. 
Piece-goods and knitted goods of a total value of over £11 
million are imported annually by Denmark, but of this little 
more than £2 million is supplied by British manufacturers; 
nearly 90 per cent. of the wearing apparel purchased by 
Denmark is supplied by our competitors who similarly secure 
70 per cent. of Denmark’s imports of partly manufactured 
goods. 

At the British Industries Fair our manufacturers demon- 
strated most convincingly that for quality, design and 
finish, British textiles are pre-eminent. No other nation in 
the world could produce a display so remarkable for variety, 
suitability of purpose and price. 

The new spirit of enterprise in seeking foreign markets 
which our textile manufacturers are now so determinedly 
pursuing has given an impetus to the British Exhibition in 
Denmark which augurs well for its success. 

The Exhibition is to be held from September 24 to 
October 9.
